AFR 200-2, 5 Febraaiy 1958, is changed as follows:

2. Definitions. To insure ... as follows:

b. Unknown Aircraft:

(2) Aircraft flares, jet exhausts, . . . and 
other similar phenomena known to be 
emanating from aircraft, or to be in- 
dications of aircraft. These should 
not be reported under this regulation 
as they do not fall within the defini- 
tion of a UFO.

6o Zone of Interior CoUectiono Both the

c. Direct communication is authorized be- 
tween ATIC and other Air Force activities in 
matters pertaining to UFO investigations. Spe- 
cifically, the ATIC may call upon the Com- 
mander, 1006th Air Intelligence Service Squadron 
(AISS), to conduct further field investigation if 
review of the initial report indicates such a re- 
quirement. In this event, the AISS investigating 
will prepare the final report. (See paragraph 

4b.)

13. Methods For Transmitting Reports,
